The police blockade of Fort 
McMurray hasn't stopped 
many people from arriving 
in the town wanting to of¬ 
fer something to the 20,000 
trapped at an oiJsands camp 
north of the city. 

y\ll around them is a blaze 
that has grown to an almost 
unfathomable 85,000 hec¬ 
tares, sending the loved ones 
of those trapped into a near 
panic. 

And if Wednesday was the 
day of the monster fire cloud, 
Thursday was the day of help 


arriving — from Canadian 
Thsk Force iVvo to endless con¬ 
voys of police and fire vehicles 
from across the province. 

Some came so far only to 
be stopped at the edge of the 
city, and those people made 
their frustration clear. 

"VsTiy do you have the roiid 
blocked if you fuive volunteers 
lined up for miles?” asked Rob 
Dasridson at the check slop. 

Dasidson drove more than 
eight hours from his home 
in 'CJlgary^ his truck packed 
with gasoline, diesel, diapers 
and toilet paper. 

“There's people down there 


waiting [to help), there's 
pMjple over here wai ting, and 
yet we can't get through,” he 
said. “Here we are on Day 11 
(of the fire] and we finally 
got the (Canadian Task force 
Two) disaster relief. It’s very 
unorganized.” 

Soon after Metro spoke with 
Dashdson, the southern edge of 
the fire that had closed access 


to Fort McMurray advanced 
and all people were told to 
evacuate south.

CJutside the AfirW in Wander¬ 
ing River — the only place 
within 250 kilometres of iso¬ 
lated fort McMurray that you 
can still buy a hot meal — a 
crew of five firefighters scarfed 
down french fries Thursday 
before jumping back into fight¬ 
ing the flames. 


The crew, part of Alberta 
Wildfire forces, have been fight¬ 
ing the blaze within Fort Mc- 
Murray for the past five days. 
But on Wednesday night, as 
the wildfire grew and began 
pouncing upon the city^'s air¬ 
port. even they w^ene forced to 
evacuate. 

On Thursday, they'were heiid- 
ing back in. 

“We were like going to bed, 
trying to go to sleep, and we got 
e%'actutted from there, to Bnyle 
{a town 300 kilometres south 
of Fort McMurray),“ said one of 
the firefighters, a yiiung man 
we will not name as he was not 
authorized to speak to media. 

“It's just mayhem, it's crazy," 
he said, “rhey finally got a plan 
together so they-re sending us 


back in today. We‘re going to 
the airport right now, actually, 
and all the other trews are go¬ 
ing to designated sites.” 

The firefighter, wearing a 
yellow suit darkened with ash, 
said he's felt afraid and on edge 
throughout the fight, as the 
flames are intense. He said 
he's been drinking 20 bottles 
of water per day, just to deal 


with the heal. 

.■\nd he said he 's seen this all 
before — he fought the Slave 
Lake fire, too. 

For that reason, his thoughts 


on Fort McMurray are even 
more poignant 

“It's just gone man," he said. 
“It's mayhem. Every'thing — 
houses, e^'etythmg, gone. 'Wal- 
niart's gone. Shell blesv up. We 
heard the explosion. We were 
right there, down by the ri%'er. 
We got pulled out of there." 

His boss came to the Enick 
and told everyone it was lime

“Last night was a 22-hQurday, 
with two to three hours’ sleep 
if you're lucky'," he said. "And 
they're sending us back in."

Cross had received 511 million 
in direct donations. 

“We know Albertans are 
stepping up to help the people 


of Fort Mc.Munny; that's what 
Albertans do when people iire 
in need," said Alberta Premier 
Rachel Notley in a statement. 

“The most effective thing 
people can do right now is 
make donations to the Red 
Cross, knowing our govern¬ 
ment will match those funds." 

Notley stiid the Alberta Gov¬ 
ernment will match Red Cross 
donations in support of Fort 
McMurray, and will provide 


the Red Cross an additional 
$2 million in seed money to 
kick-start operations. 

“Homes have been de¬ 
stroyed. Neighborhoods have 
gone up in flames.

llie building that usually hous¬ 
es Edmonton's oonvenlions 
and trade shows is slowly be¬ 
ing turned into a new town for 
thousands of people fleeing Fort 
McMiirray's Viildfire. 

The Northlands Expo Centre 
had just a fi?w hundred people on 
lUesday, but as inore people have 
maruig^ to get out of the north 
that number is growing fest. 

Hundreds of people milled 
an3und the centre's halls V\blnes- 
day as niimy more camped in R'Ws 
in the fcitility's vast parfeing lots. 

As of that afternoon h400 
people were calling the centre 
home, almost the entiie capacity 
of the first hall designated as 
living quarters, though officials 
plaimed to open up more space. 

Rob Brekke, the emergency re¬ 
sponse support coordiiiator, said 
they vs'ere helping many more 
thiin the people being directly 
housed, as some were arii’ifmg 
in need of supplies. “Ihey don't 
need to register for a place to 
stay, but they need clothing or 


diapers for their baby," he said. 

Aaiz Belushi had to scramble 
from his Fort Mc.Murray home 
during the fire and was staying 
at Northlands. 

ihe trip took him more than 
a day because his vehicle ran out 
of gas. He said es^en just hasang 
a cot is huge for them. 

“It's better than sleeping out¬ 
side at least. This is good, it’s 
really helpful,“ he said. 

He said he's getting some rest 
now even with aU the people in¬ 
side. “1 am a heavy sleeper, so for 
me it is no problem.'" 

His roommate Iman Rezania 
said he's getting concerned about 
his next paycheque. 

"That worries us because Vi'e 
won't have an income,'' he sadd. 
“ We thought we would go hack 
in the next few days, but now it 
looks like w^eeks." 

During the initial ewicuation, 
25,000 people moved north into 
work camps hut the province is 
aiming to relocate them, many 
to Edmonton. 

M^tyor Don Iveson said “it will 
be set up as long as it needs to 
be. If it's a week it's a week, if 
it’s two weeks it's two weeks." 

“1 get a little emotionEil be¬ 
cause I'm so proud of the work 
that our dty is doing, cmd our 
staff and the volunteers and 
everybody. It's just been phe¬ 
nomenal.''

FINANCIAL IMPACT 

Long-term costs 
not yet understood 


The province has not yet started 
to look at the long-term finan- 
diil implications of the Fort Mc- 
Munay fire and what it could 
mean for Alberta’s budget. 

The southern Albertii flood 
cost the province os'er 54 billion 
and the Slavic Lake fire had an 
initial price tag of S50 million 
for relief efforts. 

Tiemier Rachel Nod^' said the 
longer term costs are an issue, 
but for now^ thej^ have to focus 
on the task at hand, 

“fJur primaiy focus is the safe¬ 
ty of the town,'’ she said. 

She said when that work was 


complete they wmuld start to 
look at the rebuilding, w^hich 
she said would involve Ottasva. 

“We're going to have to look 
at it, when you get into recm^- 
ery phuise there aie a number 
of complex issues, wre wnll be 
having conversations with the 
federal government." 

She said luckily so far, much 
of the city’s major infrastructure 
has been spared, including the 
hospititl and the water treiitment 
plant. “ That ultimately has a 
mitjor impact on the recovery 
cost down the road."

james O'Reilly didn't have to 
wonder—he watched his house 
of almost 20 >'eiirs burn to the 
ground on his iphone. 

TTifi video — shot by an indoor 
secuiily tamera about 20 minutes 
after O'Keiilj^ and his wife hiid just 
barn^ encHigh time to grab some 
clothing and go — starts with a 
clear view of their Ihing room, 
front windowf and two clown 
fish in a tanl:. 

At the beginnings the only 


thing out of the ordinary is the 
intense crackting. Then, the stjuthr 
fating windotv goes dark. Only 
minutes after tlw mdeo begins, 
the window shatters and plumes 
of ashy smoke pour into the mom 

The smoke eventually blocks 
out the light, and jiou're left a^in 
with just sound — popping and 
breaMng, until the video cuts out. 

O'ReOljr was in his truck, his 
wife in a v'ehicle behind, at Gre- 
goire Lake south of town when 
he watched his home destroyed. 


He'd just driven througli six 
packed lanes of traffic, the air 
full of so many embers it looked 
like fire brushing the sides of the 
camper he was pulling, so he says 
adrenalin softened the blow' — 
but now'K its starting to settle in. 

■^VVe’ve been tallang for two 
days about all the things we left, 
behind,'’ be said. “We left prett).' 
much aH our important papers, 
some important pictures, we left 
a glass of Quidace's ftither who 
passed EKSvay." 


He adds he also feels bad iibout 
the two clownfish left in the tank 
Jiut for him and his wife^ the 
order to evacuate had come 
swiftly— residents of Abasann a 
neighbourhood on the south side, 
tht^'d watched other areas of the 
city get gradual notkres that thej' 
needed to leave. 

Tuesdiy moining had seemed 
smoky but friieK but he and his 
wife decided to head home after 
things got darker that afternoon. 
■Jbe voluntary order came as he 
vwis driving K b)' the time he ar¬ 
rived it was mandaloryK leaving 
them minutes to pack and go. 

“I could fee] the wind imd it 
wasn't wind from outside — it 
was wrind from the fire.'* he said. 

fhit he says despite the short 
Ttotice he said tht^'re very thank¬ 
ful for the firefighters and police 
who bauved the rapidly progress¬ 
ing flames to help them get out, 
and siiy thty''!!? just grateful to 
have made it out safely. 

“We're better than most.'* he 
said. “We made it through^ and 
we have our citmper, so we have 
a home on the road." 


Fort McMurray students cur¬ 
rently in Edmonton are w'ei- 
come to continue classes here, 
school boards say. 

For Edmonton Public 
Schools, families can use an 
online tool to find the school 
closest to where they're staying 
and then contact them directly 
about registering, according 
to spokesperson 
kaqueJ Maurier. 

“We're wreJ- 
coming kids from 
Fort McMurray 
with open arms.

ing that a couple have already 
registered. 

The Catholic board has set 
up two central phone numbers 
to c-dll to get students into ckiss. 

For students from kinder¬ 
garten to Grade 9, parents are 
asked to call One World One 
Centre at 7fiCi-944-20&l. 

According to spokesperson 
Lori Nagy' it's a central office 
that usually serves newcom¬ 


ers to the country but will be 
able to match fort McMurray 
students with the most appro¬ 
priate school. 

High school students are 
asked to contact the Sacred 
Heart Centre, another central 
office, at 7fiO-944-2001. 

“When families call w'e will 
try to match based on the best 
fit for the stu¬ 
dent based on 
their needs, but 
if they're staying 
with a family 
and they're 
half a block 
from a school 
then obviously 
we'd make that 
as seamless as 
possible and 
have them go to that school," 
Nagy said. 

She said the ECSC has al¬ 
ready registered four students 
from Fort McMurray, three of 
whom were in class on Thurs¬ 
day. 

Both representatives empha¬ 
size that the process is very' 
flexible, so regardless of how 
long students will be in town, 
they are welcome to attend 
class.

Syrian refugees are giving v»'hat 
little the>^ have to support those 
who can do nothing but watch 
as their Jives and hoiTiies bum 
in Fort McMurray. 

Rita Khiinchah who. along 
with her fitmily, came to Calgary 
in late December as they fled 
the tival war in Sjrria. said they 
know what the people of fort 
McMurray are going through. 

“We understand totally what 
they're feeling because tve've 
passed through the same situa¬ 
tion. We lost everything in just 
one second — niiiybe not from 
burning, but it still feels the 
same." she said. 

Kfrinchat recalls what s he 


felt learing behind childhood 
memories and precious wed¬ 
ding photos. 

“My dearest items, every¬ 
thing," she said. “You can^t re¬ 
place them, and you will be veiy 
sad when you lose tliese things, 
even more than when you lose 
your windows and doors." 

Khanchat and her family 


along with other Syrum refu¬ 
gees and volunteers from the 
Syrian Refugee Support Group 
(SRSG) are putting together per¬ 
sonal h>giene kits for evacuees. 

Saima Jamal, co-founder of 
the SRSG, said this is one of her 
proudest moments since start¬ 
ing the volunteer organization. 
Jamal said all the refugees the 


SRSG has helped are donating 
at least $5 and whatever else 
they can afford. 

Jamal said since posting the 
initiative online she has seen 
many people who were against 
bringing refugees to Canada 
have a change of heart. 

“They are now seeing 
firsthand that they are people 


with humanity just like the rest 
of us, and they want to help in 
anyway they can, too," she said. 

khanchat said when she 
explained to her young five- 
year-old son, Elie, what had 
happened, he also understood 
what it meant and immediately 
stepped into action. 

“He started collecting his toys 
and items for the other kids," 
she said. “"He wants them to 
have them because he remem¬ 
bers too what it was like to lose 
his ovim." 

The refugees are collecting 
hygiene items such as shampoo, 
conditioner, toothbrushes and 
toothpaste as well as feminine 
products. 

They are compiling them 
into 99 Hampets of Hope (the 
name given to a similar ef¬ 
fort to help Syrian refugees 
when they arrived) that will 
be donated and taken to evac¬ 
uees both in Calgary and else¬ 
where. 

“Everything we can do for 
Canadians, we will do,** said 
Khanchat. “Canadians gave us 
esferynhing, and we will do the

Thomas Bivrknowiti, the gen¬ 
eral manager of the hotel lo-

Help is on the way for some 
of Fort McMirnay's dispLiced 
and stranded animals, though 
the situation appears to have 
worsened, actording to SiCA 
workers in the area. 

After raging wildfires on 
'liiesday left more than 200 ani¬ 
mals stranded in their homes, 
Suntor Energy and numerous 
Calgarians donated more than 
SM crates so furry friends up 
north can be easily transported 
with their owners. 

On Thursday, rescuers said 
they don't ejtpect to conduct 


rescue operations until Mon¬ 
day, according to RJ Bailor, 
executive director with the 
Alberta Spiiy N'euterTask Force. 

“It's still too dangerous to 
go into town,” Railot said. “"We 
know animals are in people's 
cars that have been aban¬ 


doned on the road — thejr just 
couldn’t take them." 

Horrifyingly, Railot said, 
more than 100 pooches and 
pigs at the Mackenzie Hoard¬ 
ing Kennel, located near the 
airport, have been abandoned 
by keepers as they were told 


to evacuate Wednesday night. 

“it's haunting me. I haven't 
been able to sleep," Eailot said. 
“It was imposs ible for them to 
round them all up in a short 
amount of time." 

Other than being trapped in 
the city, animals are believed 
to be with their owners or at 
kennels located outside town. 

Ballot emphasized many 
residents didn't mtentionally 
leave animals behind. He said 
people couldn't return home to 
rescue their animals as condi¬ 
tions were unsafe. 

“People could hear their 
dogs barking from a distance, 
but couldn't get them because 
they weren’t allowed back,'' 
he said. “! Just can't imagine."

The Canadian Finals Rodeo 
ICFR.) is out, and a new “west¬ 
ern lifestyle part^'"' is in. 

In Febmur^'', the Canadian 
Professional Rodeo Assotiation 
(CPRA) rejected the city's tnitial 
bid to extend the longstanding 
Edmonton event for another 
five years. On Thursday Mayor 
Don Iveson announced Edmon¬ 
ton has withdrawn the bid. 

Iveson said the CPRA's de¬ 
mands would have been a gam¬ 
ble for the city and exposed 
taxpayers to “significant finan¬ 
cial risks," Ihe city had offered 
more money than in previous 
years, but the CPRjA wanted a 
revenue guarantee as Vi^ell as 
all profits. 

"If the event didn't work out 
the way it was planned, that 
risk would come back to the 
city of Edmonton and could 
potentially have been much 
larger than the support thiit 
we've proWded historically, and 
much larger than the support 
that we were prepared to of¬ 
fer as pail of our generous bid 
that was rejected,'* Iveson said. 

“To expect the dty' to lake 


promoter risk but also to not 
get the upside if the event was 
successful is not fair and not im 
acceptable risk to the taxpay¬ 
ers of the city of Edmonton.” 

In plate of the CFR, the Oil¬ 


ers Entertiunment Group |0EG} 
has struck a deal with Profes¬ 
sional Bull Riders to bring three 
days of bnll-riding to Rogers 
PUice in 2017, coinciding with 
Farm Fair at Northlands. 


Iveson said Farm Fair brings 
in S2Cf million to Edmonton's 
economy annually. 

DEC’S CEO and vice 
president Bob Nicholson said 
the new event - which he char¬ 
acterized as a "western lifestyle 
partyr" - will likely mn over 10 
days and include music, NHL 
hockey, community events and 
other entertainment.

Earthlings ine in fin" a treiit Mon¬ 
day as ^■le^alr)^ makes a nelarively 
rare transit of the sun. 

The aoLir system's smiiJlest 
innermost planet will resemble 
a black round dot ;ui it piisses 
in fionl of our big. bright star. 
The last time Mercury tiossed 
directly bertveen the Earth and 
sun was in 2006, and it won't 
happen again until 2019 — and 
then, unld 2032. M'TSA says the 
event occurs only about 13 rimes 
a century. 

Louis Mayo, program manager 


at Nj^SA's Goddard Space flight 
Center in Greenbelt, Maryland, 
considers it "a big deal.'* 

Ihe eastern U.S. and Canada 
sviH see the entire 71/2-houi tran¬ 
sit , as wlU most of South Americ;!, 
western Euitrpeand westernmost 
jAfritii.

FANNING THE FLAMES OF DISASTER 

Forest fires happen every year, and a bit of burning is important for a healthy ecosystem. But this 
season is different — and not just because the city of Fort McMurray in the path of destruction. 

In the words of Jen Beverly, who teaches fire science and management at the University of Alberta, 
this conflagration is "about as explosive as you can get/' Here's why. 


HEAT 

Spring came aifull month early in' 
Alberta, thanks in part to the global' 
warm phase Et Nino. Temps have 
been 2 to 4 G above normal. Fort 
McMurray topped 31 C Wednesday. 
Northern Alberta also got 75 per 
cent less rain and snow than 
expected in recent months, and 
the snow melted sooner — leaving 
the forest warm, dry, and highly 

flammable. 




WIND 

Wind propels fires' spread and 
supplies freah CHtygen to fan the 
flames. If you've ever put your 
face near an open oven door, you 
know heat rises. That upward 
motion camies burning ambers 
high into the air, where the wind 
can to^ them horizontally by 
up to a kHometre. That's how the 
blaze, helped by winds gusting 
to 50 km/h, hopped over a river. 
Nuge fires also make their own 
wir>ds: firewharls. 


FUEL 

Fort McMurray is in Canada's vast 
boreal forest, w hich is mostly 
{combustible!) evergreen trees, Trees 
with juicy green leaves, on the other 
hand, are a natural fire retardant. But 
there's a window — it opened very 
early this year — in the spring, after 
the snow melts and before leaves 
bloom, when the forest floor is full of 
dry leaves and needles; fire food. 


CAN THIS FIRE 
BE FOUGHT? 

Firefighters measure the energy of 
a fire in kilowatts per metre of fire 
frent; The part where flames meet 
fresh forest. In a fire this Intense 
(above 10,000 kW/m), "you can't pul 
people anywhere near," the front, 
scientist Jen GevEriy says. That leaves 
indirectmethads, like using planes 
to drop water and fire retardant. 
Except;. The tops of the trees are on 
fire, and ils hard for pilots lo see 
through the smoke, Contfolled burns 
or bulldozers can remove some fuel 
i n the fire's path — but that's not 
always safe in populated areas, Oriitil 
there's a good long rain, "there's 
not much we can do," Beverly says. 
"These are the most extreme burning 
conditions you oan see"

Can I grow vegetables in my condo? 



Howdoes science say 1 rimild 
grow veggies indeors in a 
condo? —Cd, Mt9sisBBuga,Ont. 

Rrst, a disclaimer: Every plant 
I've ever owned has died in my 
care^ with the sole exception of 
the withering rose on my desk, 
and its days are numbered. 

l‘m used to wading in B.S. (bad 
science) online. But never have I 
found more conflicting informa¬ 
tion, all of it claiming to be scien¬ 
tific and authoritative, than when 
I searched for gardening tips. 


IVe learned when I'm out of 
my depth, experts are infinitely 
more useful than expert sources. 
So I put your question to Ontario 
Master Gardener Cauleen Viscoff. 
(Master Gardeners are teachers 
and speakers whoVe taken sci¬ 
entific courses in horticulture). 
Her advice is simple: '"Think like 
a plant." Plants need air, light 
and water, and take in nutrients 
through their roots. The bigger 
the plant, the deeper the root. 

I'm afraid 'Viscoff poured a 
watering-can's worth of cold 


water on your plans, Ed: "You 
don''t want to be planting seeds 
indoors and expecting you're go¬ 
ing to have a vegetable garden. 
Ifs not going to work,'" she said. 

Buy plants, not seeds, she 
advised, and try starting with a 
small cherry tomato in the deep¬ 
est pot you can find. Herbs and 
salad greens oan also be coaxed 
to grow in a cortdo, but that's 
about it: "Most window boxes 
are not deep enough. Don't ex¬ 
pect veggies like peas and car¬ 
rots unless you have a balcoi^." 


If you're balcony-less, a surmy, 
south-facing window is the next 
best thing — but it's a poor sub¬ 
stitute Foj the hours of direct sun- 
light most fruits and vegetables 
need every day. And Crack iti 
Your condo air is probably stale. 

Beautiful but inedible things 
like orchids and violets fare the 
best indoors, Viscoff said. As tor 
most vegetables? "That's what 
the farmers' market is for."

As Bio de Janeiro prepares to wel¬ 
come the world for the Summer 
Olympics, a new documentary is 
laoking beyond the gHlz of the 
Games to cast light on the dark 
side of Brazil's second lai^t dty. 

In the Shadow of the FI ilk 
which scteens Fridays at the Hot- 
Docs festival in ibronto, turns its 
lens on the residents of Rixinha, 
the laigest slum or “finela" in 
Brazil. 

'ihe dense.^ populated com¬ 
munity is estimate to be home 
to anywhere between 70,000 iuid 
MO,000 people, and is located on 
a motmtainside between two of 
Kio's wealthiest neighbourhoods. 

Ahead of the 2014 World Cup 
and the 2016 Olympics, the Bra¬ 
zilian gosemment introduced a 
series of “pacificati.on" programs 
designed to reclaim territories 
controlled by armed drug traf¬ 
fickers. 

Australian filmmaker Dan 
Jackson anived in Rocinha in 


2012 and started documenting 
the lives of the residents. Ihie 
third time he returned to the 
Eivela was the same day tmgedy 
occurred: Amarlldo de Souza 
disappeared. 

Ihe local bricklayer had last 
been seen on June 14,2013, being 
picked up by police for quesdon- 
Lr^ fblice maintained he left the 
station alive. His family believed 
he had been tortured and killed 
by law enforcement. 

“Before the case of Amarlldo, 
there were 22 cases that we offi¬ 
cial!^ know of In Rocinha about 
the police torturing residents to 
obtain informiition," saidjackson 
in an Interview. 

“liiey went in front of the 
courtroom, in front of a judge, 
and the judge threw it out be¬ 
cause they’re poor black ftivela 
residents." 

Ihe my'steiiousciiLTjrnstances 
surrounding de Souza's dis¬ 
appearance soon gained atten¬ 
tion beyond Brazil's borders. 
In The Shadow of the Hill also 
examines the relationship be¬ 
tween favela residents and the 
police, and shows the efforts 
of community members and 
activists to maintain hope and 
seek justice. 

j‘\ccording to the film, about 


38.000 people have disappeared 
in Rio between 2007 and 2013, 
the vast majority being black 
males from thefivelas. Ihe docur 
mentary also indudes interviews 
with de Sauza's Ermily members, 
community^ residents Eind Uiw- 


yer and human rights activist 
Joao 'iliincredo. According to Tan- 
credo, in the last decade, about 
10,000 forced disappeartmces in 
Klo alone iue under suspidon of 
police involvement. 

“If you look at a map of all the 


padfied communities in Rio, thi^ 
have an inherent link to either 
the World Cup or the Olympics 
in terms of inffastmctirre they^ 
planned on building, in terms 
of public access highways," said

Cytidi Lauper shows 
her Country colours 


CROSSOVER 

Singer releases 
her western 
album, Detour 

Pup singer, songwriter and 
Broadway musical composer 
Cyndi Lauper added a little 
country' twang to her signa¬ 
ture Queens accent. 

Her country and western 
covers album Detour, which is 
out on Friday, brings another 
unexpected twist lo a career 
that has included music, the¬ 
atre, television, movies, wrest¬ 
ling and activism. 

A musical chiimeleou, she's 
won two Grammys, an Emmy 
and a Tony, but despite all the 
success, she said she's not as 
savvy at the art of business. 

“Much lo the chagrin 
of my family, 1 have not 
been the greatest business¬ 
woman," Lauper said during 
an interview in Nashville, 
Tennessee.“I was always art 
For art's sake. But you have 
to think of it like a business. 
It's art and commerce and 
somewhere in between you 
find the mix," 

Her meandering path took 
her from Broadway where she 
wrote music for Kinky Boots , 
which won six Tony Awards, 
to Music City where the pink¬ 
haired 62-year-old singer re¬ 
corded her latest album with 
guest vocals from Willie Nel¬ 
son, Vince Gill, Alison Krauss 
and Bmmylou Harris. 

Together with producer 
Tony Brown, she worked with 
some of the city's best ses¬ 
sion musicians lo craft a live 
sound that wasn't polished to 
perfection. 

“1 kept telling them, "It 
has to be dirty.' Think sex,'" 
Lauper said. '“So it wiis a coun- 
western theme, but there 
was always a stripper walking 
across the fioor ^vith a boa. 
Like a blues thing.'" 

The songs are from differ¬ 
ent era of country music, as 
far back as the ’40s, when 
country was heavily influ¬ 
enced by early rock ‘n' roll 
and blues, or as Lauper said 
her record label head Sey¬ 
mour Stein pul it, “before 
Hlvis kicked the door down.'* 

She covers songs made 
famous by Patsy Cline, Loretta 
Lynn, Wanda Jackson, George 
Jones, Dolly Barton and Marty 
Robbins. 

To Lauper, the songs re¬ 
minded her of being a kid 
in Queens watching cowboy 
shows on TV and listening 
to her aunt Grade's transis¬ 
tor radio. The female stars

of country music were like 
pop stars to a young Lauper. 

“Loretta Lyun, you saw 
her on TV and you knew she 
wore a cowboy hat," Lauper 


said. “But she was a telev'ision 


star to us. As 1 got older, she 
sang 'The PUT and 1 was like, 
‘Wow, she's a feminist, too."' 

Gill, who sang the duet 
You're the Reason Our Kids 
Are Ugly with Lauper, said 
they giive a new twist to the 
classic originally sung bj' Lynn 
and Conway 1 witty. 

“It has this whole talking 
back and forth at the end of 
the record with the two of us 
and it sounds like her being 
from the Bronx and me be¬ 
ing Joe Pesci," Gill said. “It's 
hysterical." 

Early on in her career, she 
was in a rockabilly band, so 
it wasn't a stretch for her to 
include a song like Funnel 
of Love, to which she add¬ 
ed a few well-placed high 
pitched yips. But other songs 


proved a bit harder for the 
Girls Just 'Want To Have Fun 
singer to record. 

“■(vhen 1 First did 'Walking 
After Midnight, I sang it so 
dam low. I was like, T can't 
sing! What is wrong with 
me?"' she said. “But I real¬ 
ized that it had lo be in ray 
key. And don’t go trying to 
reinvent the wheel." 

She'll be performing the 
country songs, as w'ell as her 
classic pop hits, on a tour that 
starts Monday at the Ryman 
Auditorium in Nashville. 

“And I have an idea of how t 
am going to put a little coun¬ 
try in all of some of the songs 
i will be singing,'" Lauper said. 
“You know, why not? What 
the heck. 'You live once."
